To all QCWA Chapters and Members: | was appointed by the 
President of QCWA to serve as chairman of an ad hoc commit- 
tee to study the VEC program, and to determine how QCWA 
could serve. | have made my report to the board and at the 
suggestion of the President, | am making this report to the 
membership: 


Briefly, the FCC proposed that all future licensing of 
radio amateurs will be conducted by amateurs--the FCC will 
no longer give examinations except on rare occasions. Vol- 
unteer Examination Coordinators (VECs') will be appointed 
in the different FCC districts (basically the 10 call areas 
plus U.S, territories and Alaska and Hawaii). As of this 
writing, there have been VECs appointed in all the call 
areas with exception of a few, and those slots will be 
taken care of soon. The VEC (or VECs because there can be 
fore than one for a call area) works with Extra Class ama- 
teurs in their call areas to give examinations. A minimum 
of three Extra Class amateurs are required to give an exam. 
How can QCWA help in this program? There are many ways.

tion ARRL's role and what is happening. 


The VEC program was originally instituted at the recom- 
mendation of the ARRL, not the FCC. It Is expected that 
the FCC will release rules for the apportionment of the $4 
fee that can be charged by the VEC and examiners to cover 
out of pocket expenses.’ As stated before, there are sever~ 
al VeCs already tn operation ‘and arranging” for examinations” 
to be given. The Dayton Amateur Radio Association has al- 
ready given exams in several parts of the 8th call area as 
has the Metroplex Association in the 2nd call area. Our 
hats are off to those organizations who put the welfare of 
amateur radio at the head of their list of priorities. 


HOW WE CAN PARTICIPATE 


The VEC program is an excellent opportunity for QCWA to 
contribute to amateur radio in a powerful and meaningful 
way. We have chapters in just about every area of our 
Country and | am sure that all of them have at least three 
Extra Class amateurs as members. | know that if ! were 
just starting out and were taking an exam, | would be aw- 
fully proud to say that | took my examination before the 
Quarter Century Wireless Association! 


The process is fairly simple to set up examinations. Any 
chapter interested in taking part would write to the area 
VEC who would provide the examination information and mat- 
erials. In fact, some chapters may be even interested in 
taking on the role of VEC and QCWA will help in every way 
possible. Momentarily, | expect to receive the names and 
addresses of all current VECs and will forward that infor- 
mation to QCWA Headquarters for inclusion in connection 
with this bulletin.
